Nicaise (1623-1701 was a French abbot and numismatist, some of whose widespread correspondence has been 
published. He was also the author of Explication d’un ancien monument trouvé en Guienne, dans le diocese d’‘Ausch 
(1689) and Les sirénes, ou discours sur leur forme et figure (1691), the latter of which is listed in Dekesel as tangen- 
tially numismatic. This is his only truly numismatic work, and also exists in a virtually identical 1689 printing. Ac- 
cording to Babelon, Nicaise owned a substantial collection.

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THE RBW LIBRARY COLLECTION 
OF OFFPRINTS 


In 2016, we had the honor of offering at auction the excellent library formed by Richard B. 
Witschonke, the RBW Library. Among many other wonderful highlights, the RBW Library 
included many bound volumes of offprints from various numismatic (and occasional non- 
numismatic) publications, as well as many loose offprints. Offprints are separately printed, 
standalone publications of works that were published in article form in a periodical or other 
compilation. They are produced as a convenience to authors in distributing their work be- 
yond the circle of subscribers to a given journal; they also function both to honor the author 
and to promote the journal. RBW recognized the fact that much of the best numismatic 
work finds its original publication in article form in numismatic journals. These articles, 
however, are easily lost among the hundreds of other articles constantly being published. 
Offprints allow important articles to stand out and demand attention more than is possible 
from the middle of an issue of a 300-page journal volume. In addition to their historical and 
bibliographical importance, offprints are frequently distributed by the author, and hence 
are often encountered signed by the author (and sometimes personally inscribed to other 
prominent numismatists). These traits do much to recommend their place in one’s library. 
RBW had dozens of volumes of bound offprints, often enhanced with articles physically 
removed from their original journals (extracts) and in some cases with entire monographs. 
RBW’s bound volumes (or sammelbdnde) of offprints were divided into three lots in the 
2016 auction: the first strictly on Roman numismatics, the next more broadly devoted to 
ancient numismatics, and the third lot focusing purely on offprints from the Numismatic 
Chronicle. A lot offering his collection of loose offprints followed. As it happens, these four 
lots of offprints were all purchased by the same collector in 2016. They have since been con- 
signed to us once more, allowing us to offer them again. We have decided to offer them as 
we did in 2016, providing the opportunity for specialists to bid only on those lots of interest 
to them, while maintaining the possibility of the collection remaining intact.

The revised, final edition of what is perhaps the most sumptuous numismatic work ever produced. Médailles sur les 
principaux événements du régne entier de Louis le Grand was the creation of the Académie Royale des Médailles et 
des Inscriptions and was intended not simply to be a record of the medals of Louis XIV, but a carefully constructed 
history of his reign. In The Fabrication of Louis XIV, Peter Burke discusses the publication of the original 1702 edi- 
tion. The king himself was deeply involved in its execution and wished to supplant the earlier work on the subject 
by Claude-Frangois Ménestrier. Burke states that the decision to include or exclude particular medals was made at 
the highest levels. From the birth of Louis XIV in 1638 and his ascension to the throne on the death of Louis XIII 
less than five years later, this work traces the important events in the life of this illustrious monarch as well as the 
history of France itself. When the 1702 edition was published, however, Louis still had over a dozen years of his 
reign ahead of him. This second edition, published several years after his death in 1715, covers the entirety of his 
reign and is preferred for that reason. It is also the scarcer of the two editions. 

Louis XIV was intensely interested in the arts and did much to create the reputation France still enjoys as 
a worldwide center of culture. He was determined to expand the royal coin cabinet and issued commemorative 
medals on many occasions. The historical series of medals struck under this project have been called “the most 
sophisticated, coherent and numerous body of medals ever produced to commemorate the life and rule of a single 
figure (Robert Wellington, Antiquarianism and the Visual Histories of Louis XIV: Artifacts for a Future Past, page 
40). This devotion to numismatics and historiography is reflected in the physical production of the original Mé- 
dailles volume and this 1723 revision. The finest engravers were hired, the best paper available was used, and the 
bindings were beautiful and ornate. One does not acquire the sobriquet Le Roi Soleil due to one’s simplicity of 
taste. Even the font used to print the text was specially created for Louis: Romain du Roy was designed by Philippe 
Grandjean (1666-1714) around 1700, having been in development since 1693. The 1702 edition was the first work 
printed in this font, which sought to use scientific principles to develop a font that was both practical and elegant. 
Only the royal press was authorized to use the font, which continued to be developed through 1745. The historical 
descriptions of the earlier medals were written by Nicolas Boileau-Despréaux (1636-1711), and the engravings 
and other artistic flourishes required the participation of artists Antoine Coypel (1661-1722), Charles Simonneau 
(1645-1728), Louis Simonneau (1654-1727), Nicolas Pitau (1670-1724), Sébastien Le Clerc (1637-1714), Jean 
Berain (1640-1711) and many others. Jean Racine (1639-1699) played a role in the early development of the proj- 
ect, which was eventually published under the auspices of the Imprimerie Royale by Jean Anisson (first edition) 
and Claude Rigaud (second edition). Other participants included Jean-Paul Bignon (1662-1743), the librarian to 
the king, and Abbé Paul de Tallemand (1642-1712). Frangois Charpentier (1620-1702) was an important member 
of [Académie francaise and was involved in the production of many of the medals depicted in this volume. While 
primary authorship has frequently been ascribed to him, his actual involvement in the work remains uncertain. 

The final product is a masterpiece of the printing arts. Each page depicts the obverse and reverse of a medal, 
with beautifully printed descriptive text, all within intricate ornamental borders, occasionally with culs-de-lampe. 
The magnificent allegorical frontispiece was engraved by Charles Simonneau following a design by Coypel and in- 
tegrating a portrait of Louis by Hyacinthe Rigaud (1659-1743). Fleurons and other decorative flourishes abound. 
(The Musée de I’ Imprimerie, in Lyon, held an exhibition in 2002 to celebrate the 300th anniversary of this work.) 
The second edition includes medals issued through the entirety of its subject’s life, featuring 318 plates instead 
of the 286 of the 1702 edition. Incredibly, however, the 1723 edition didn’t simply reprint the 1702 volume and 
then add the final years: the medals have been re-engraved throughout, as subtle differences reveal upon close 
examination. The editions are textually distinct as well, though the 1723 edition clearly used the earlier work 
as its basis. There are additional small differences between what the two editions include: for instance, the 1702 
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edition includes two medals struck on the birth of Louis XIV; the 1723 edi- 
tion includes only one. These differences between the two editions are worthy 
of additional research. (Robert-Dumesnil’s Le Peintre-graveur francais [1844] 
discusses these differences to some extent in Volume VII, pages 206-225; in 
addition, J.-J. Guiffrey unearthed the original printing specifications for this 
edition in the Archives Nationales and published them in 1885.) 

Produced on the orders of Louis Antoine de Pardaillan de Gondrin, Duc 
dAntin (1665-1736), and under the direction of Claude Gros de Boze (1680- 
1753), the production values of the 1723 edition were clearly no less than those 
of the 1702 volume published during the king’s reign, making this arguably the 
most magnificent numismatic work ever accomplished. Brunet felt the 1723 
edition was “plus belle que la prémiere.”” One of only 500 copies printed, this 
example is in average condition, featuring a near-contemporary binding that 
requires some restoration, but with well-preserved pages. This volume is not 
only a work of art, but an important contemporary reference to these medals, 
still consulted with profit today. In the last decade, we have been privileged 
to handle several copies of the 1702 folio edition; this is only the third copy 
of the 1723 edition we have handled during the same period. Brunet III.1565

Jules-Francois de Cotte (1721-1810) was Directeur et contréleur de la monnaie des médailles from 1767 to 1803, 
a remarkable span of time encompassing both the reign of Louis XVI and the revolutionary era. As such, he cor- 
responded with Benjamin Franklin about the famous Libertas Americana medal. In an important letter sent to 
Franklin on 26 mars 1783, de Cotte wrote of these medals that “Les 2 dor, 20 dArgent et 20 de bronze, que vous 
aves demandé, seront demain en Etat detre livrées a la personne que vous chargeres de les retirer des mains du S. 
Roger principal Commis de la Monnoye des Medailles” (The Papers of Benjamin Franklin, Volume 39, page 391). 
This fixes the date of the production of the gold Libertas Americana medals and is of the highest importance to 
American medallic history. While perhaps secondary to the catalogue at hand, it illustrates the importance of the 
person whose collection was here offered. The collection offered was very large, but unfortunately it was mostly 
grouped into large lots, reasonably well described, but still extensive (the bulk of the Roman collection, some 6119 
pieces, comprises lot 143; the previous lot offered 660 sestertii).

Augustin Dupré (1748-1833), remains one of the most im- 
portant engravers of French coins in modern history, and his designs for early U.S. medals (mostly notably the 
Libertas Americana) have ensured his lasting fame in the western hemisphere. An engraver by trade, Dupré began 
to work on medals in the early 1770s and quickly became adept. Notable works include several classic medals of 
the Comitia Americana series: those for Nathanael Greene, John Paul Jones and Daniel Morgan, as well as the re- 
lated Diplomatic Medal and the Libertas Americana medal. Had the last been his only contribution to the field of 
American medals, he justly would have remained famous in this country. During the French Revolution, however, 
he became interested in applying his ideas to the new national coinage that was under discussion. After consid- 
erable discussion and debate, he was appointed the 14th graveur général des monnaies on July 11, 1791. Dupré's 
neoclassical designs would win him fame and admiration that continue to this day. The present work was written 
with educational reformer Bertrand Verlac, an influential homme de loi and functionary within the Ministry of the 
Navy. It is a detailed response to a report to the Convention Nationale on the redesign of the coinage. Written at 
the height of the French Revolution, it is an important statement of Dupré’ beliefs and artistic vision, very much 
tempered by the practicalities of doing business in such an atmosphere without literally losing one’s head. Dupré 
managed to retain his position through these turbulent times, continuing in the role of graveur général until being 
replaced by Pierre-Joseph Tiolier in 1803. Dupré’s 1793 Observations is known primarily from institutional hold- 
ings and is virtually unheard of on the secondary market. Little-known in the numismatic world, it is unlisted in 
the usual bibliographies, unmentioned by Lipsius at the end of the eighteenth century and by Dekesel at the begin- 
ning of the twenty-first.

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(1748-1833) remains one of the most important engravers of French coins in modern history, and his designs for 
early U.S. medals have ensured his lasting fame in the western hemisphere. An engraver by trade, Dupré began 
to work on medals in the early 1770s and quickly became adept. Notable works include several classic medals of 
the Comitia Americana series: those for Nathanael Greene, John Paul Jones and Daniel Morgan, as well as the re- 
lated Diplomatic Medal and the Libertas Americana medal. Had the last been his only contribution to the field of 
American medals, he would justly have remained famous in this country. During the French Revolution, however, 
he became interested in applying his ideas to the new national coinage that was under discussion. In September 
1790, the National Assembly appointed a committee charged with studying the coinage laws. The following month, 
Dupré published a short work addressed to the committee, criticizing the existing Mint administration and sug- 
gesting changes. This work caught the attention of the Assembly, which in 1791 adopted some of Dupré's ideas 
and initiated a contest for new coin designs under the eye of painter Louis David. Dupré won the competition and 
became the 14th graveur général des monnaies on July 11, 1791. His neoclassical designs would win him fame and 
admiration that continue to this day. Dupré managed to retain his position through the turbulent revolutionary 
period, continuing in the role of graveur général until being replaced by Pierre-Joseph Tiolier in 1803. 

This volume deserves more attention than can be given to it here. The material recorded in the early pages is 
diverse, beginning with a note written by Narcisse Dupré reminding himself to “Faire graver une médaille apres 
mon Pére et endonner un exemplaire a chague souscripteur (voir M. Montagny)” [“Have a medal engraved after 
my Father and give a copy to each subscriber (see Mr. Montagny).” This leads directly into a listing of French 
mintmarks as they existed in 1789, followed by a listing of those that remained after a number of them were closed 
in 1795. This is followed by a catalogue of French coins by mint and year for 1791-1793 and for Jans 4-11 of the 
Republic. These years correspond roughly to the years during which Augustin Dupré served as graveur général 
des monnaies. In other words, it provides a catalogue raisonné (to the best of his son’s ability) of Augustin Dupré's 
coin work at the Paris Mint. From there, a long series of pieces is listed, with prices affixed (“Prix dachat de diverses 
pieces”). The exact context in which this price list was compiled is unclear, but bears closer examination. 

The more important sections of the volume begin on page 21. Here we find the beginnings of a catalogue of 
the medallic works (medals, coins and essais, as well as remnants of the design and production processes) that 
were included in the Dupré archives at the time of writing. The listing begins with two pages of creux (literally 
“hollows,” or shells) of various coins and medals—the first two pieces listed are for obverse and reverse impres- 
sions of the Diplomatic Medal. This is followed by pages of reliefs (including of Daniel Morgan and a petite téte de 
Franklin), jetons and medals, some of them priced, and some of them described in detail. A page is even devoted 
to books and pamphlets (“livres et brochures sur les monnaies et sur les médailles”) belonging to Dupré’ estate. 
Another listing of shells in various metals is given (“Note des creux en cuivre, en plomb, etc., etc.,” which includes 
a Daniel Morgan reverse), followed by a note regarding a planned donation to the museum at Saint-Etienne that 
apparently did not end up taking place. Finally, we have the start of Narcisse’s catalogue of his father’s works— “Etat 
de la collection des piéces gravées par mon Pére”—beginning on page 41. 

This part of the catalogue begins in earnest with Année 1789. This is the year in which the French Revolution 
began, and in which Dupré first petitioned the Assemblée nationale constituante for a commission to commemo- 
rate the events with a medal—beginning his professional association with the new government. The catalogue runs 
through 1817, at which time Dupré more or less retired. Between these years, the present catalogue lists some 379 
medallic works (including coins and essais), in gold, silver, copper, bronze, gilt bronze, lead, tin, métal, wax, and 
variations on these materials. The majority of these coins and medals trace the end of the ancien régime and the 
perambulations of the Revolution, with the majority of the works here catalogued being from the mid-1790s and 
before. The final years of Louis XVI are commemorated in detail, as are the opening years of the First Republic. 
This is an important catalogue of Dupré’s numismatic output, recording in some detail legends and designs, and 
indicating if another engraver was responsible for one side of the piece. It presumably constitutes the earliest cata- 
logue raisonné of Dupré’s work, and as such is of considerable historical importance. 

The manuscript is generally in good condition and the writing is relatively easy to read. The pages are partially 
numbered. Pages 1-61 have the odd pages numbered by hand in the upper-right corner [pages 13-16 have been 
neatly sliced out near the gutter]. Most pages following this are unnumbered, except for pages 71, 81 and 101 
[pages 89-94 are missing]. Inexplicably, what would be page 117 in our enumeration is numbered 331, despite the 
fact that the original spine to the ledger makes it clear that it never accommodated that many pages. A scrap of dif- 
ferent paper is affixed to one leaf with a pin. Some modest repairs have been made to the structure of the binding, 
intended to maintain it rather than to enhance it. Parts of it have been restitched, and the spine covering (which 
had become detached before the Bonhams sale) has been reaffixed to the boards. The binding itself is original. This 
highly important catalogue of Dupré's work was unknown to modern numismatists until the April 2, 2014 sale of 
the Dupré Family Archives by Bonhams in New York, in which it was included (though it was described there as 
being by Augustin, not Narcisse). This is the first time that this volume has been offered for sale since the acquisi- 
tion of the Dupré Archives. An important opportunity.

An important group of material relating to Gibbs and his important collection of “odd and curious” money, in- 
cluding photographs and inventories of portions of the collection (which was the largest of its type ever formed). 
It was Gibbs’s fervent wish that his collection be kept intact and displayed in such a way as to make it available to 
the public. As early as 1947, he had written to Paul Mellon to pursue the idea of creating an endowment to fund 
the purchase of the collection and provide for its maintenance (an idea which went nowhere). Not put off, Gibbs 
continued to work toward this goal for many years. In “The Story of the Gibbs Collection, he writes: “A few people 
are born to be collectors. I guess I was one of them because I cannot remember a time when I wasn't collecting 
Indian relics, minerals or what have you. However, at the age of seven all other things became secondary and my 
hobby has been ‘coins and those things which have been used as money.” He further notes: “To dispose of my col- 
lection would be very simple. All that is necessary is to place it in the hands of a reputible [sic] dealer and have it 
sold at auction BUT after spending fifty years in the study and search in building up this unique collection I have 
been told time after time by many friends that it should be kept intact and displayed in such a way as to make it 
available to the public and to student [sic] who might be interested.” Gibbs's efforts to institutionalize his collection 
failed and large portions of it were sold shortly after his death in a series of early 1970s Hans Schulman sales. Ex 
Wayne Homren Library.

The collection itself now resides in the 
Samuel H. Kress Collection at the National Gallery of Art. George Hill, in his preface, notes that “keenly as Gustave 
Dreyfus appreciated all his beautiful things, he had a particularly soft place in his heart for the Italian medals... 
His was perhaps the finest collection that has ever been in the hands of a private collector—the ‘perhaps’ might be 
omitted but that it is difficult to range the great collections in a true perspective.” A printed notice on the verso of 
the half-title reveals that “The collection of Monsieur Gustave Dreyfus was acquired in 1930 from his executors 
by Sir Joseph Duveen Bart.’ Sir Joseph was the moving force of the New York City firm of Duveen Brothers and, 
by most accounts, remains the greatest international art dealer of all time. His trade in master paintings and other 
superb works of art is legendary. He is best remembered in the numismatic world for his acquisition of the Dreyfus 
collections of Renaissance medals, plaquettes, and bronzes, and his subsequent publication of the superb three 
volumes describing and depicting the collections. The bindings on these are rarely up to the challenge of support- 
ing their massive size and are generally the worse for wear. This was a “house copy” and bears the Duveen Brothers 
Library stamp. The limited initial printings and concentration of copies in institutional holdings combine to make 
an offering of any of the three volumes a noteworthy occasion.

Noting that “there is keen competition in England for any coins or medals appertaining to 
America,’ Verity nonetheless offers to serve as McLachlan’s agent in that country. McLachlan, in turn, sent copies 
of the Canadian Antiquarian and Numismatic Journal to Verity and tried to use him to promote the Society in 
England.

A Canadian by birth, or as he emphasizes in one of the letters, a “British Canadian,’ Bastow apparently was af- 
flicted with wanderlust, spending an amount time in Chicago and traveling throughout Mexico for over twenty 
years, apparently as a practicing dentist. His articles on the numismatics of Mexico were, as he was keenly aware, 
pioneering works; from his 1886 effort in the Canadian Antiquarian and Numismatic Journal entitled “Mexico: 
Its coinage and difficulties attending it, at the period of its conquest by the Spaniards” to the monographs which 
appeared in the American Journal of Numismatics in the years preceding his death on the Spanish American coin- 
age of Mexico, Proclamation Pieces, the coins of Morelos, etc. In the first letter to McLachlan, dated October 6, 
1886, Bastow writes: “your book on C. coins &c. recd last night... I have some varieties of Bank tokens you don't 
mention (trifling variations) and probably some Sous, the latter, I have I think over 40, and remember a token with 
head of Brutus, sold me by Hasseltine (sic) as Canadian... I like the style of publication of your work, it is similar to 
Marvin's Masonic Medals, (of which I have a copy beautifully bound). Those Roman numerals may look more tony 
but the(y) engross considerable space and (are) not so easily called off as Arabic numerals. Your descriptions are 
certainly all or even more than could have been expected and fills the requirements about as well as the most fas- 
tidious could desire... At my first leisure I will give everything I can from my coll. it is certainly not much, as, with 
the exception of a sou or two, I don't think I have increased my Can. coll. since leaving Chicago (1875)... As soon 
as possible I will make out a list of my wants and if you desire Mex. Coins or medals in exchange it would be more 
convenient for me and probably so for you.’ Subsequent letters discuss Canadian and Mexican coins, the article 
Bastow was writing or hoped to write, McLachlan’s own publications, the financial difficulties of the Numismatic 
and Antiquarian Society of Montreal, the content of the Canadian Antiquarian and Numismatic Journal and the 
American Journal of Numismatics, etc. Extensive quotations from this group of letters was provided when it was 
sold in 1997 as lot 207 in Kolbe Sale 70 (available on the Newman Portal). Many of the letters comment on the U.S. 
dealers of the day (Low, Frossard, and Woodward, the last of whom, he says, was nearly blind by August of 1887). 
A remarkable correspondence file with important content on the numismatics of Mexico, Canada and the United 
States. It extends up to the very time of Bastow’s unexpected death in 1898. Bastow’s collection was sold by Lyman

At the time of pub- 
lishing Olla Podrida, Sainthill was practicing as a lawyer in Cork, Ireland and was a close friend of both Aquilla 
Smith and John Lindsay. Sainthill’s two volumes provide a delightful potpourri of papers covering a wide range 
from ancient to contemporary coins and medals, by one who had close ties to most of Britain’s leading numisma- 
tists. It is especially interesting and important for contemporary mint affairs, particularly those of the Wyons. The 
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title derives from a stew of sorts made up of various meats and vegetables (generally table scraps). According to the 
author’s coda in the first volume (in which he presents a recipe for the dish), he notes that the ingredients are “all 
boiled up together, and served up, after the soup which is extracted from it.—It is just eatable in the absence of any 
thing else. It will be now for my Readers to determine, how nearly my cookery has approached the above instruc- 
tions, and its result.’ Quite rare, particularly with both volumes present and with the full complement of plates. Ex 
William Fanshawe Martin, with his armorial bookplate in each volume; ex David F. Fanning Library.

The Gentleman’s Magazine was the brainchild of Edward Cave (1691-1754), who coined the term “magazine” for 
a monthly periodical and published this highly successful publication that was known for its wide-ranging cover- 
age of topics an educated audience might find interesting.

Richard Margolis describes this in the annotated bibliog- 
raphy to his Benjamin Franklin in Terra Cotta (page 209): “The author of this exceptionally rare sixty-three page 
pamphlet, which originated in the form of a presentation to the Société des Sciences et Lettres de Loir-et-Cher on 
November 8, 1861, was the first director of the Blois Museum. His slim pamphlet put Nini ‘on the map; so to speak. 
Villers collected information about Nini’s life and work, aided by recollections of elderly workmen who either 
knew Nini or knew him by repute. He wrote a sensitive appreciation of his portrait medallions, and supplemented 
this with a descriptive catalogue of sixty-four of them (plus one additional variant), noting the public and private 
collections which included them. He donated some forty-nine of the medallions he had collected to the Blois Mu- 
seum. Although there had been a few brief, earlier references to Nini in the literature, and a limited number of auc- 
tion offerings and donations to museums of his portrait medallions prior to 1861, the Villers pamphlet is the first 
work of substance on Nini, and remains of considerable value to the specialist.” The only other copy of this work 
that we have ever handled was in Richard Margolis’s library (see our Sale 159, lot 171).

Edgar Adams (1868-1940) dominated American numismatic research in the first quarter 
of the twentieth century. His other landmark works on patterns and storecards and his famous series of illustrated 
notebooks on various series, many of which reside in the library of the American Numismatic Society, eloquently 
attest to his virtuosity. In his obituary, Farran Zerbe noted: “In the passing of Edgar H. Adams ... numismatics loses 
a grand character, one who starred in its literature for many years.” Only a small number of special leatherbound 
copies of Private Gold Coinage of California appear to have been made from “the first complete edition of one 
hundred copies,’ the great majority of which were apparently bound in crimson cloth. Several versions of the book 
were published, with introductions of 16, 20 or 24 pages. Most of the few existing copies of the leatherbound edi- 
tion are well-worn, and this example is better than many.

He adds information on mintages, rarity, sizes, metals, planchets, dates, and manufacturers, as well as citations of 
published articles and correlations to other guides—and that is just to the printed pages. His new entries, written 
on the interleaves, are if anything more expansive than those given by Adams in his original. This is a special copy 
of what served for years as the main guidebook to American store cards, and area that (with the exception of the 
Civil War store cards) remains poorly served to this day.

A devastating critique of American historical author Benson John Lossing’s well-known (but unsigned) article 
on Continental currency, along with a copy of the article in question. Incidentally, Lossing was the first honorary 
member of the American Numismatic Society, having been accorded that honor on June 17, 1858. The review 
was originally intended for publication in the Historical Magazine but it grew so much in size that it was “deemed 
advisable to present it in a separate form.” A wonderfully wicked tract. “Antiquarian” (almost certainly Henry 
Phillips) writes in part: “The whole of the sketch which is not original is old, and all the original part is bad. It 
bears, whenever accurate, a very strong family likeness to a pamphlet written and published about twenty years 
since, by the late Samuel Breck, on the same subject; which pamphlet, though rare, is by no means unique. In many 
instances we find word for word, the two articles to agree, and it is astonishing what an anticipatory plagiarist Mr. 
Breck has been; only if he knew who was coming after him, he would probably have given him all due credit. On 
the last page of the article, we find a quotation from a letter (?) of Mr. B. to the author, which will be found verbatim 
et literatum, in the pamphlet spoken of. Mr. Breck’s pamphlet, though not entirely correct nor complete, is far pref- 
erable to this later fiasco. We trust next time, Mr. Breck will meet with a more honest and more able exponent, the 
‘loss-iw’ whose hands will not be so great.” And this is only the second page of a six page review! The “Antiquarian” 
critique is very rare, with this being only the second copy we’ve handled.

all series, all expertly described.” The most famous of the Chapman sales and one of the most renowned American 
coin auctions ever held. John Story Jenks began collecting coins around 1850 and was 82 years of age when his 
collection was sold. Chapman claimed that “He is probably the oldest collector in the United States, and nearly 
every important sale has contributed to his collection.” Twenty years his junior, Henry Chapman was still at the 
height of his considerable powers: “Suffice it to say I have not spared my faculties, energy or money to give in this 
catalogue full descriptions of the coins contained in this grand collection.” For years the Jenks catalogue served 
as the best American single reference guide to the entire range of numismatics. Of great importance for the fine 
array of ancient Greek and Roman coins alone, also featured was an incredible selection of medieval and modern 
European rarities, and an especially important and extensive series of British coins. The American coins, from 
colonials to pioneer gold, were also of prime importance. The first six plates depict choice ancient Greek, Roman

A significant work by one of the most important American dealers of the period. Very scarce. It is generally be- 
lieved that only 200 copies were printed, although John Adams suggests that “judging from present availability,” 
300 copies may have been issued. This is copy No. 133. Of this work, Dr. Sheldon wrote: “The Chapman mono- 
graph is illustrated by excellent plates, and it is perhaps the most generally adequate presentation of the subject. 
However, the older Hays numbers seem to have taken deep root in the affections of cent collectors, and it now 
appears likely that the name Hays will long be associated with this the most extensive one-date series of American 
coins.” In an interesting article appearing in the Fall, 1994 issue of The Asylum, Denis Loring presented his findings 
regarding the little known fact that there are two printings of this edition. He designates the first printing, most 
easily identified by the gilt lettering on the spine, as 26A, and the second printing as 26B and goes on to enumerate 
a number of textual differences observed in the copies he examined.

The first American publication sponsored by a numismatic society. Rarely offered. Few copies appear to have been 
retained, given the work’s preliminary nature, expressed as follows by the Committee at the base of the title: “Col- 
lectors having pieces not mentioned herein, will confer a favor by sending a full description thereof to either one 
of the Committee appointed by the Numismatic society of Philadelphia, to prepare for publication a work on the 
subject of the medals, medallets, and private coinage of the United States.” The proposed work never appeared. 
Philadelphia numismatist Mark Wilkes Collet, the main author of this work, was killed at the Battle of Chancel- 
lorsville. Collet was a medical doctor and token collector who had been one of the founders of the Philadelphia 
Numismatic Society. He had enlisted as a Major in the 3rd New Jersey Volunteers (Infantry) on May 22, 1861. He 
was promoted to Lieutenant Colonel and then to Colonel, as which he served the 1st New Jersey Infantry. His 
death on May 3, 1863, took from the hobby a numismatist of considerable promise.

Jack Collins 
wrote of the ANS photographs that “The photography took three days at the American Numismatic Society, in 
New York, with Breen selecting the pieces that he wanted to illustrate for his Encyclopedia of United States Large 
Cents, 1793-1814, which he was then compiling. The reason that the photography wasn’t completed through the 
cents of 1814, was that by the third day, we had evidently worn out our welcome with Leslie Elam, who closed 
down our photographic operations, and essentially escorted us out? Of the Bareford coins, Collins wrote: “The 
collection was formed by Harold Bareford, then bequeathed to his son, William J. Bareford. The quality of the 20 
different coins is superb, with a choice Uncirculated 1793 Chain AMERI. cent [Sheldon-1], choice Wreath cents of 
S-5 and S-6, and almost all of the other pieces through 1820 are Mint State.”

The collection of all dates of Cents and half cents 
is remarkably complete, with hundreds of sub-varieties, while the sets of 1794 and 1796 cents rank among 
the finest and most complete in the land. The catalogue lists so many gems that when one commences 
to describe a few coins he finds here hundreds of others in like preservation,—so gives up the task. Yet I 
wish to speak of two coins, namely a gem 1793 wreath cent, the finest example of its kind, and the proof, 
partly red, U.S. Half cent of 1796, with pole. These are gems which I hope will bring $1,000 apiece and I 
believe them to be worth it.

Louis E. Eliasberg, Sr’s personal card catalogue of his world coin collec- 
tion, accompanied by thousands of other cards describing additional 
items in his collection or recording information about them. Present 
here are eight drawers of cards that together hold a total of some 6145 
cards: 2558 recording the world coin collection, 603 recording addi- 
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tional material in the Eliasberg collection, 1433 devoted to tracking values, and 1250 devoted to exhibition prepa- 
ration. The first part of the card catalogue is perhaps the most important, given that the cards record not only the 
coins constituting the Eliasberg collection of world coins, but the circumstances of their acquisition, including 
their source, price, and Eliasberg’s estimation of their condition. While some of this material is included in the 
excellent American Numismatic Rarities catalogue of the Eliasberg world coin collection (April 18-19, 2005), not 
all of it is. The cards give one a better idea of Eliasberg as a collector, and showcase his nearly universal numismatic 
tastes. The attention to detail and organization that served him well in other aspects of life are keenly evident here, 
and the curiosity that drives all well-rounded collections is apparent. The drawer that is mostly devoted to U.S. pa- 
per money is also significant, though the extent of the information included is not as wide as with the world coins. 
Eliasberg’s U.S. paper money, along with his silver and base metal world coins and other miscellaneous material, 
was mostly dispersed through various Stack’s and Coin Galleries sales, though certain highlights were include in 
the 1997 Bowers & Merena sale held in cooperation with Stack’s. All of these cards are housed in an older four- 
drawer cabinet that Louis Eliasberg Sr. used for many years. The other four drawers of cards are housed in two 
two-drawer cabinets of more recent manufacture, and probably date from the 1970s. The senior Eliasberg died in 
1976, and many of the cards present in the newer cabinets are devoted to tracking the values of U.S. coins (except 
gold) and world gold coins through the course of the 1970s. The remaining cards are concerned with exhibits, in 
particular the massive displays formed to showcase the Eliasberg collection during the Bicentennial celebrations. 
The care with which these exhibits were prepared is impressive, and some of the immense amount of behind-the- 
scenes work that went into these displays is revealed in the cards, which not only record the coins being exhibited, 
but carefully record the diameter of each coin for which a custom case was prepared. All told, the card catalogues 
here present tell the story not only of the formation of the Eliasberg collection, but the formation of its legacy as 
well. These cards were consulted throughout the writing of the various Eliasberg collection catalogues and they 
remain the original source material for much of the collection’s historical background. This may be the only time 
they are offered for public sale.

The first copy we have ever handled of this virtually unknown book. John Lupia has investigated the author, Calvin 
Westley Franklin (1854-1911), and has compiled what information he was able to find about him on his website 
numismaticmall.com. The rarity of this book is a mystery, given that it includes what appear to be paid advertise- 
ments from various banks and businesses, including coin dealers $.H. Chapman and A.C. Gies. One would assume 
that copies would at the very least have been distributed through these channels, but this appears not to be the 
case. The unusual mix of coverage (ancient coins and modern American coins) may have contributed to the lack of 
interest among collectors. While I have not had a chance to investigate the illustrations used in this book, they look 
familiar and I would not be at all surprised to find them elsewhere. An intriguing volume. Ex John Beck Library;

“Be it enacted by the Senate and 
the House of Representatives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, That the director of the mint, 
with the approbation of the President of the United States, be authorized to contract for and purchase a quantity 
of copper, not exceeding one hundred and fifty tons, and that the said director, as soon as the needful preparations 
shall be made, cause the copper by him purchased to be coined at the mint into cents, and half cents pursuant to

they shall be coined, be paid into the Treasury of the United States, thence to issue into circulation.” The Act goes 
on to provide a mechanism for the distribution of the copper coins and a timeline for phasing out the use of copper 
pieces other than those struck by the Mint.

A fascinating copy of the rare first issue of Gilbert's major work on United States half cents, being the heavily annotated 
working copy of a major collector of the series, Commodore William Colgate Eaton (1851-1936). The extent of the 
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annotations in this copy would be impressive, even were it not for the typewritten materials which Eaton has included. 
Eaton published an article, “The Recut Dies of U.S. Half Cents,’ in the November 1921 issue of The Numismatist (pages 
518-523, with an addenda on pages 564-565 of the following issue), and his notes are primarily devoted to tracking 
the identification of what he considered different “subvarieties.” While the overall condition of this heavily used copy 
may not be exceptional, it is certainly an exceptional copy in other ways. The letter from Gilbert’s daughter, Ida Gilbert 
Horton, dated November 6, 1918, apologizes for the author, who was sick in bed, and provides information on a coin 
he had sold to Eaton previously. Gilbert’s book has never been fully appreciated, either as a reference or as a rarity in the 
field of numismatic literature. The proliferation of unidentified reprints is part of the problem; part of the blame also falls 
to the irregularities in its original publication. While the text of the first edition remains constant, the appearance of the 
plates varies widely. Publisher Tom Elder apparently had prints of the plates made in small batches only as needed. In P. 
Scott Rubin's “The Printing History of the Gilbert Half Cent Book” (The Asylum, Spring 1992), the mystery of the vari- 
ous combinations of plates and text issued over the years is largely unraveled. Rubin cites Elder's statement in his March 
19-22, 1924 sale that “The last of the first fifty copies and all present sets of plates used up:’ This establishes the first edi- 
tion, first issue Gilbert as one of the premiere rarities among 20th-century American numismatic books, a designation 
long obscured because of the availability of a myriad of emissions, all bearing the 1916 date. The first issue may have 
exclusively been bound in russet cloth, with later issues being in green cloth or card covers. The first issue was the only 
one to appear during the author's lifetime, so all signed copies are by definition first issues. Another key to distinguishing 
between the various issues is the degradation of the 0 in “Obverse 10” on Plate II: here, the 0 is mostly intact. The 1831

If Edison is not as well 
known as half cent specialists Philip M. Showers, Frederick Reed Alvord, or Joseph Brobston, it is only because 
he chose to collect under the name of R. Tettenhorst (frequently shortened to “Tett”). In an August 6, 1992, letter 
to Walter Breen, Edison wrote, “Robert Tettenhorst is an invention. The origin is straightforward (in a convoluted 
sort of way). When I first became active in buying coins by mail, I was advised by security consultants not to use 
my own name, in order to avoid having burglars, etc. invade my home. My secretary, Rose Tettenhorst, offered to 
open the post office box in her name. And, for mail purposes, I shortened it to R. Tettenhorst to avoid questions 
at the counter when signing for registered packages. At the time, I had no intention of actually meeting any of 
the people with whom I corresponded. However, as I became more interested and more involved, RT took on an 
increasing appearance of reality.’ A genuinely interesting copy of Gilbert.

Hall’s contribution is “The Case for the Existence 
of Business Strike 1841 Quarter Eagles”; Guth contributed the counter-argument, “The 1841 Quarter Eagle in 
Context: Why There Were No Business Strikes”; and Guth and Rubin compiled “A Photo Survey of Known 1841 
Quarter Eagles.” The supplementary volume consists of further illustrations of 1841 quarter eagles, along with 
photos of proof quarter eagles from the 1840s to use for comparison.

The first plate depicts rare American silver coins; the second comprises illustrations 
of coins of the Far East; the third features large cents 1793-1832; the fourth depicts European and Latin American 
medals and two ancient coins; and the fifth illustrates three large European medals and a silver Libertas Americana 
medal. It is the only sale in the entire Haseltine series issued with plates, though two were prepared for the 1883 
Harold P. Newlin sale that subsequently were employed in the Newlin monograph on half dimes, published later 
in the same year. It is regrettable that Haseltine did not issue plates for his famous 1881 “Type Table” sale though 
one can understand the economic logic of not doing so. All the more tragic is the lack of plates in Haseltine’s other 
truly great auction sale: the 1883 Sylvester $. Crosby collection of American colonial coins.

It isn’t, however, 
and even individual plates like these are rarely encountered. Only a very small number of copies of the book were 
ultimately issued with most featuring the name of Nehemiah George Ordway on the copyright notice. Newman's 
research suggests, however, that Heath was the likely author. Certainly, Ordway and Heath worked in tandem for 
years on the latter’s counterfeit detectors and Newman confirms that Ordway was deeply involved in the bond 
detector project.

A noted artist, Heaton lived 86 years. His interest in numismatics waned in 
later life, but, at the time this work was published, he was an avid coin col- 
lector. In the preface, he notes: “The writer, a few years since, after enriching 
his almost complete collection of silver and minor issues of the parent institu- 
tion with all attainable varieties, became much interested in gathering United 
States coinage bearing the letters ... commonly known as ‘Mint Marks.” This 
pursuit, of course, led to publication of the book and to the popularity of coin 
collecting on this basis. Although it achieved wide distribution at the time, 
today, copies are scarce. Popularly known by its cover title, Mint Marks, this 
landmark work surely succeeded beyond the author's wildest dreams in creat- 
ing a “new and zealous interest in modern United States coinage.” This copy is 
inscribed and signed in ink on a blank leaf at the front: “William Poillon, with 
the compliments of the author, A.H. Heaton.” Occasional pencil corrections in 
the text, presumably made by Poillon, along with a listing of “Gold Wanted” on 
the memoranda leaf consisting of two types of $20 coins and twelve types of 
$10 coins.

An extraordinary volume, certainly one of the most important token books in the U.S. series and a strong contend- 
er for being regarded as the most important. Hetrich & Guttag’s landmark publication was the Civil War Token 
collector’s vade mecum in the decades before the father and son team of Melvin and George Fuld began writing 
on the subject. This copy—one of only 15 copies produced of the photographically illustrated deluxe edition, no 
less—served the Fulds as their repository for new information as they worked for years on developing their own 
publications. It is filled with thousands of annotations, entered over a period of years, in which the Fulds revise 
Hetrich and Guttag’s text, restructuring its organization, correcting errors, explaining unclear material, and—most 
importantly—adding thousands of additional entries. It is the basis upon which they developed what became their 
1959-1960 Patriotic Civil War Tokens and their 1972 U.S. Civil War Store Cards. This volume was retained by the 
Fulds when they sold most of their numismatic library in 1971. It was purchased from them by Milton O. Lynn, 
Jr., a fellow member of the Maryland Numismatic Society, in 1982 or 1983. This deluxe edition of the Hetrich & 
Guttag work is one of the rarest 20th-century American numismatic books, and would be notable even without the 
annotations. Early in life, George Hetrich became a collector and, in his later years, selected Civil War tokens as his 
numismatic specialty, forming one of the finest collections of the time. Julius Guttag referred to him as “the first 
person systematically collecting these coins with whom I became acquainted.” Their collaborative effort was the 
first substantial work on the topic ever published and it remained the standard work for close to fifty years. Rarely 
offered, the deluxe edition features sixteen actual photographs of tokens, which, in the regular edition, consist 
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of mediocre halftones. The original binding is notoriously fragile, being limp suede with overlapping edges. The 
binding style is named after William Yapp, who designed and sold small bibles in the mid-19th century in a limp 
binding whose overlapping flaps protected the page edges when carried in the owner’s pocket.

A Rare & Important Satirical Hard Times Note

ing crushed beneath its wheels and all of whom are held beneath their “yokes of office,” 
through a gate marked “RAIL-ROAD TO PERDITION.” Andrew Jackson and John Bull 
walk behind, commenting favorably on the situation and ignoring the burning homes in 
the caravan’s wake. The denomination sits centrally beneath the juggernaut in the form of a 
ball of dung being pushed by a dung-beetle whose face is usually identified as being that of 
Missouri Senator Thomas Hart Benton, below which we see Van Buren again, this time be- 
ing crushed a la Laoco6n by a snake labeled “TREASURY CIRCULAR.” This lower central 
device is flanked by a sixteen-line bit of doggerel signed “Loco Foco.” The left side of the 
verse bears the handwritten notation, “Accepted / Ben Ton; which annotation is seen on 
most (possibly all) known examples of this issue. The vignette to the left, headed “GLORY 
ENOUGH,’ depicts Van Buren as a monkey following a deposits-laden ass with Jackson’s 
face along the road to ruin (“FOLLOWING IN THE FOOTSTEPS OF HIS ILLUSTRI- 
OUS, &C.”) flanked by smaller design elements contrasting the gold paid to office holders 
with the “treasury rags” paid to the people. The vignette to the right shows Jackson as an 
old maid, dressed as Liberty, holding a tattered Constitution and treading upon Congress, 
the people’s rights and common sense, and holding his veto against a globe. Folded several 
times, though the folds are most obvious on the blank back. A small area of discoloration 
can be seen on either side of the cat, with the one to the left more obvious and having at its 
center a small hole of about 4 mm. Large margins, with minimal light chipping not coming 
close to the engraving.

Rulau HT-N21. An extraordinary note, the most famous of the satirical bank notes issued during the Hard Times 
period alongside the better-known tokens. Indeed, an entire book has been written about this note: Malcolm 
Johnson's 1971 Great Locofoco Juggernaut. The complexity of this note’s engraved design rivals the complexity of 
the banking crisis upon which it comments. Like many 19th-century American cartoons, this note is awash in 
both text and figural work, and the humor ranging from sophisticated bordering on arcane (from our historical 
perspective) to juvenile and even scatological. In style and tone, it’s a fore-runner of Richard Outcault’s The Yellow 
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Kid. Many of the phrases used on this note are political satire also to be found on Hard Times Tokens, and the text 
is replete with punning allusions to a number of cabinet officials and other prominent politicians. Among Obso- 
lete Currency collectors, the “Loco Foco” note’s esteem and recognition was accelerated at Bowers and Merena’s 
Collection of Julian Leidman auction sold in conjunction with Presidential Coin and Antique Company, Inc. on 
April 12, 1986. At that sale, its choice quality Loco Foco (lot 4040) achieved a resounding $990, then a record for 
a Hard Times satirical note and expensive for any obsolete currency from the Northeast. It doubled that number 
in the 1990 Memphis Paper Money Show Auction conducted by NASCA-Smythe. It clearly cemented itself as a 
four-figure item and carries that allure to this day. Perhaps a dozen of these notes have survived to this day, making 
every offering an important opportunity.

The following is 
the letter wrote to him, on that occasion, by Dr. Franklin, Minister Plenipotentiary from the Congress: Paffy, Aug. 
15, 1783. ‘SIR, I have the honour to send you, conformably to the orders of Congress, the medal, which they have 
ordered me to get struck in the memory of your fine action at the attack of Stoney Point, to present it to you in their 
name. I fulfil this duty with pleasure, having myself a high opinion of your merit. I wish you may wear for many 
years to come, this honourable mark of their consideration. I am with great esteem, &c. (Signed) B. FRANKLIN: 
The Congress had decreed this medal to Mr. de Fleury, which has been struck in Paris, so early as the year 1779, 
but his absence had prevented his receiving it until now. As to the rest, although the American Congress, whose 
successive steps have so great an affinity to the Belgic Revolution, have also followed the example of the Republic, 
their ally, in perpetuating by medals the remembrance of the services that have been rendered them, they have not 
debased that honourable distinction by multiplying it. During nine years of war, Mr. de Fleury is the only foreigner 
that has received it; there have been only eight medals granted in all, viz. to General Washington, for the taking of 
Boston in 1776; to General Gates, for the capture of Burgoyne’s army at Saratoga in 1777; to General Wayne, for the 
taking of the fort of Stoney Point in 1779; to Lieutenant Colonel de Fleury, and Lieutenant Colonel Stewart, already 
dead, for the part each of them had in the fame event; to Lieutenant Colonel Lee, for the taking of Paulus Hook, in 
1779; to General Morgan, for taking the corps of Colonel Tarleton in 1780; to Lieutenant Colonel Howard for the 
part he had in the same event.”

Both catalogues featuring the fabled collection of Dr. Henry R. Linderman. The 
chicanery of Mint Officials becomes transparent in the text of the Low sale: 
restrikes, rare patterns and other Mint-produced concoctions abound. The col- 
lection was impounded by the United States Government and the sale did not 
take place. Several months later, the collection was sold under the auspices of 
Scott Stamp & Coin Company, minus a number of pieces confiscated by Trea- 
sury agents as being in violation of the 1873 coinage law that Linderman him- 
self had helped to draft. When the collection was ultimately sold on February 
28, 1888, Low was an employee of the Scott firm. This change of venue is attrib- 
utable to Low’s having ceased independent operations in the interim, entering 
the employ of J.W. Scott for nine years before resuming his own business. The 
hiatus may be attributable to financial difficulties precipitated by the unrecov- 
ered costs of producing this original Linderman catalogue. The Scott catalogue 
is essentially the same as the Low catalogue, with the seized lots deleted (and 
the original numbers retained). Still quite important, the firm notes that “the 
Catalogue will show that the sale which it announces challenges all previous 
American Sales in the point of average quality and high value,—by whatever 
measure it may be measured. The pieces described cannot fail to elicit a lively 
interest among American collectors, for, aside from the extreme rarity of many 
of the experimental and trial pieces, etc., the entire collection has a character 
so marked, and so peculiarly its own, that it may fairly be regarded as without 
a compeer in its special line”

Rare. A well-preserved copy of the first separately published work on United States cents and half cents. Remem- 
bered beyond its landmark status mostly for the colorful appellations given by Dr. Maris to the thirty-nine varieties 
of 1794 cents that he managed to identify. The names include the Coquette, Scarred Head, Venus Marina, Roman 
Plica, Double Chin, and Patagonian. Born in 1832, Maris graduated from medical school in 1855. According to 
W.T.R. Marvin “He began his collection soon after engaging in practice, as many others have done, by the effort to 
complete a set of the U.S. Cents, and then of the national coinage... His first contribution to the literature of the sci- 
ence was his well-known work on the Cents of 1794, still regarded as a high authority.” Of remaining significance.

A very important 1786 newspaper account of the 1786 Mint Ordinance, one of the most significant early attempts 
to provide the fledgling United States with an operating mint. As related in Don Taxay’s The U.S. Mint and Coin- 
age, the 1786 Ordinance grew out of Robert Morris's early work toward the establishment of a currency system 
and mint. On April 8, 1786, the Board of Treasury suggested three possible systems of weights and alloy ratios for 
consideration by the Congress of the Confederation. On August 8, the Congress selected a system for the coinage, 
even specifying some design elements (the eagle and half eagle were to depict, perhaps obviously, an eagle on the 
reverse). On September 20, the Board introduced legislation that described in detail the offices of some of the key 
personnel, and Congress approved this on October 16. This approved Ordinance is what is reproduced herein. 
The Gazette printing of the Mint Ordinance is on page 2, and occupies a remarkable 17 column inches. (The text 
is reproduced in the May 1916 issue of The Numismatist.) The Ordinance describes the positions of Assay Master, 
Master Coiner and Paymaster, their roles and responsibilities, and the bonds required. It also discusses the keeping 
of accounts and the legal tender status of U.S. copper coins. Finally, it strips foreign coins of any current status and 
regulates the coinage issued by the states. Of the utmost importance. One of the most significant early American 
newspapers we've offered.

A rare and important publication, missing from both the Bass and Ford libraries, Norton’ Literary Letter was one 
of the few U.S. periodicals to publish articles on numismatics prior to the establishment of the American Journal 
of Numismatics in 1866. This third issue (1859) is the most important from a numismatic perspective, including as 
it does William S.F. Mayers’s “Literature of American Numismatics, the first article published on U.S. numismatic 
literature. Mayers’s article is a transcript of an address he made to a meeting of the American Numismatic Society, 
and is important not only for its record of the hobby during its nascent period, but for its commentary on the coins 
themselves. He notes of the Massachusetts NE coinage, for instance, that “Twenty dollars is a low price for the NE 
shilling or sixpence, and the threepence has entirely disappeared.” The real value of Mayers’s commentary, however, 
lies in his description of the state of numismatic literature at the time: “The awakening interest has naturally created 
a class of writers who especially devote themselves to the agreeable and instructive investigation of our coins, medals, 
and tokens, and the nucleus of an American numismatographical collection is already formed, to which, we have no 
doubt, valuable works will now be frequently added” Mayer's article is one of the pioneer works of U.S. numismatics 
and of significant historical importance. The article is supplemented by illustrations of an NE shilling and sixpence, a 
Carolina elephant token and a Lord Baltimore shilling. It is followed by a substantive, 10-page article titled “American

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seen before in the numismatic community. His series of auction sale catalogues spanning half a century allowed 
him to handle far more than his share of the great American coin collections of the day. Mehl was not a numis- 
matic scholar and, as John Adams notes, “The lack of attention paid to numismatic issues was a serious flaw in all 
of Mehl’s auction catalogues. However, as unreliable as Mehl’s descriptions have proved to be, the plain fact is that, 
for over half a century he attracted a major share of the best collections that came to market.’ Ex Cole Hendrickson 
Library—proceeds from this volume will be donated to the Numismatic Bibliomania Society.

The original typescripts of three speeches delivered by B. Max Mehl circa 1940, all with pencil notes, additions 
and deletions in Mehl’s hand. The first speech comprises an overview of coins and coin collecting from ancient 
to modern times. Apparently delivered to a general audience, Mehl notes “The delightful presence of so many of 
your fair sex here prompts me to say that I am delighted to notice in the past few years a considerable increase of 
interest in numismatics by the ladies. We men are often accused of collecting coins as a safety valve to our more 
brutal habits. Ladies with their fine inclinations toward the finer things of life, can so much more enjoy numismat- 
ics.” The second speech is similar, and partly identical, and was delivered to “an organization of business men.” His 
introductory remarks include the following: “My establishment, if you will pardon the personal reference, has been 
in existence here for about 40 years. During the busy Season from December to about May, I employ 100 or more 
people; spend here in Fort Worth approx. $50,000.00 a year for printing and stationery and $100,000.00 a year for 
adv. During the past few years the average mail received is over 2 mil. pieces per year; an average of more than 6 M 
letters received every business day of the year. During the same period we forwarded over 4 mill. pieces of mail per 
year, or a total of 6 mill. pieces of mail handled every year, or an average of 19 M every business day of the year.” The 
final talk is a further variation of the first two, and the missing pages seem to correspond to pages present in other 
versions present. These speeches provide further proof, if any was needed, that Mehl was indefatigable in promot- 
ing numismatics on both the grassroot and national levels. They bring to life a numismatic legend. Ex Kolbe Sale

September 1919 sale listed by Gengerke exists: please feel free to prove us wrong). Notable sales include Sale 9, 
offering the stock of the recently deceased Ben Green, which is especially important for green’s encased postage 
stamps. Adams B+: “Green's encased postage, one of the largest collections ever auctioned.” In his introduction, 
Michael recounts the origin of the collection: “In 1905 Mr. Green sold at public auction the fine collection of 
encased postage stamps of Hiram Deats of Flemington, N.Y. (sic) This sale aroused his interest in encased post- 
age stamps and the collection which he started at this time grew until, at the time of his death, it was one of the 
finest in the country.” The catalogue features 156 lots of encased postage stamps, including 133 different varieties. 
The bound volume was bound by B.A. Martin, best known to numismatists as the special-edition binder for both 
Stack’s and Abe Kosoff in the 1940s. While the cropping is unfortunate, these sales are rarely encountered. Ex

August Charles Gies’s copy, with his name impressed in gilt on the front cover. An outstanding sale, rated A+ by 
Adams: “Absolutely definitive for patterns, colonials (several unique), and regular issue gold, silver and copper.” 
Parmelee’s remarkable collection has frequently been regarded as the finest collection of American coins ever 
formed. One hundred copies were issued with plates (though most haven't survived), attractively tinted to ap- 
proximate the metal color of the coins depicted. The presentation of the Federal issues is rather unique. Arranged 
chronologically rather than by denomination, this innovation was not well received at the time, and has seldom 
been used since. A famous and highly successful Boston bean baker, Parmelee began collecting coins by sorting 
through the large cents from his daily receipts. He sold duplicates but continually upgraded his personal collec- 
tion. In his first major coup, he purchased the superb collection formed by George F. Seavey, which was slated to 
be sold at auction. He acquired the Brevoort collection in 1876, the magnificent Bushnell collection in 1882, and 
purchased many rarities from Sylvester Crosby. The first two plates illustrate copper patterns and colonials; plates 
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3 and 4 depict silver patterns and colonials; plate 5 illustrates copper colonials and Washingtonia; plate 6 is mainly 
devoted to early cents and half cents; plates 7 and 8 largely depict superb early United States silver coins; plates 9 
and 10 are devoted to choice cents and half cents; plates 11 and 12 mainly illustrate United States and gold patterns, 
including a Brasher doubloon; and the final plate is devoted to large denomination nineteenth-century United 
States silver coins. Copies with the recipient’s name impressed in gilt on the front cover were thus prepared for 
presentation purposes, and are especially rare.

The scarce first printing of this classic work, copies of which are more accurately considered bound page proofs 
issued in very small numbers immediately before the presses were fired up to print the entire run. Indeed, this 
copy is identified by the authors as exactly that: “Bound page proofs in need of correction,’ reads the inscription 
dated Sept. 12, 1962 and signed by both Newman and Bressett. The backstory behind this volume is the stuff of 
numismatic legend. Newman and Bressett’s work had led them to the conclusion that the story of sets of 1834 and 
1804 coins being issued for the Imam of Muscat and the King of Siam were myths—there was no evidence of such 
gifts having been issued. The book was due to be printed during the 1962 ANA convention, at which the discovery 
of the King of Siam set (including the 1804 dollar) was announced by David Spink and James Risk. This announce- 
ment elicited a frantic application of editorial brakes, as Newman and Bressett had to accommodate this new infor- 
mation and revise their publication to take it into account. What turned out to be an outstanding numismatic work 
could have been issued with a major flaw had it been prepared in time to be on sale at the ANA. See the extensive 
article by Len Augsburger and Joel Orosz in the Winter 2020 edition of The Asylum. A popular item, these have 
always been considered quite rare, though the presence of half a dozen or so of them in the Newman Library made 
them somewhat more available.

This issue is unusually important, however, for the supplementary materials issued 
with it—obviously printed at the last minute—announcing the suspension of specie payments by most banks in 
Philadelphia and other major cities, and the breaking of a large number of banks as the result of this action. The 
Panic of 1857, as it would be called, was a worldwide crisis and the effects of it lasted for the next few years. The 
printed material accompanying this issue of Van Court’s Counterfeit Detector, and Bank Note List provides a front- 
row seat to the spectacle.

Three of the binders from Wayne Homren’s collection of numismatic ephemera, these being devoted to early auction 
catalogues. The Chubbuck sale (1873) is one of Haseltine’s most important catalogues. Adams rates it an A overall: 
“Washington Funeral Medal in gold. NE shilling. 1823 and 1827 25¢? Samuel Winchester Chubbuck (1799-1875) 
was a telegraphic pioneer, though neither Haseltine nor Attinelli have much to say about him. The printed prices real- 
ized list of the Isaac F Wood collection sale, held by Haseltine in July 1882, is considerably more rare than the cata- 
logue itself. Woodward’s 54th sale is the Maas collection. Very scarce with the plate, which depicts European silver, a 
copper Continental Currency dollar, a Masonic piece and American store cards. Woodward's Mickley sale is perhaps 
the most important of the catalogues here present, and this copy is interesting for being S.H. Morgan's personal 
hand-priced copy. The 1860 Leeds sale is unusual. The collection of Jacob Glosser, Attinelli wrote of it (page 19) that: 
“This catalogue is of the usual 8vo size, but is printed and bound differently, the width being of the usual height, and 
vice-versa, the sale advertised did not take place; the collection was withdrawn, re-catalogued, and sold by Messrs. 
Bangs, Merwin & Co., on the 12th of July following.” The 1884 Levick sale is very important. Adams A: “Definitive 
store cards, hard times tokens with many of the former in silver. Bouquet sous. 54 gold patterns. Standish 3¢” Joseph 
N.T. Levick was a major figure in the early days of American numismatics. His collection of American storecards, 
“The Money of the Merchants,’ was unsurpassed, and is one of the most desirable sale catalogues in the Woodward 
series. The United States Coin Company sales are always interesting and are difficult to collect. Includes some other 
scare and notable sales, as well as the useful coin plate reprints.

A fascinating copy, this was sent by Vattemare to Dutch numismatist Pieter Otto van der Chijs, author of De 
munten der Nederlanden, van de vroegste tijden tot aan de Pacificatie van Gend (Haarlem, 1851-1866), a still-in- 
dispensable nine-volume reference work on the coinages of the Low Countries. Van der Chijs clipped the original 
wrapping in which it was sent, preserving his name and address, but also Vattemare’s signature, the ink stamp of 
the Systéme d’Echange International (with the initials “A.V.” in the center), and the handwritten “10 cent” postage 
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amount. Vattemare’s System of International Exchanges was initially aimed at the exchange of duplicate books 
between libraries, and was later extended to include works of art, maps, natural history specimens, coins, medals 
and other similar objects. He came to America in 1839 and again in 1847, and was granted funds by Congress 
and by several state legislatures to further his scheme, which met with greater success here than in Europe. This 
elusive 1861 work describing American coins, medals and tokens from 1652 to 1858 was written to complement 
the collection given to the Bibliotheque Impériale (Nationale) in the name of the government and citizens of the 
United States. Following an interesting historical overview, from colonial issues to pioneer gold, some 381 pieces 
are described in detail. P.O. van der Chijs was the foremost Dutch numismatist of his day; some of the pencil anno- 
tations record additional American coins in the numismatic cabinet at Leiden. “Alexandre Vattemare is recognized 
among American numismatists as one of the fathers of the discipline in the New World, having assembled the first 
comprehensive collections of American coins, medals, and paper currency, and produced the first comprehensive 
catalog of American numismatics.” — Alan Stahl, in The Extravagant Ambassador: The True Story of Alexandre 
Vattemare, the French Ventriloquist Who Changed the World.

The only complete set we have ever handled. The Visual Grader Company was run by Clifford R. Allen, who 
advertised their product in the numismatic press in the early 1960s (see the March 1962 issue of The Numismatic 
Scrapbook Magazine, page 881, for an example). Ads ran for only a short period in the Scrapbook, Coin World and 
The Numismatist. Each card shows the obverse and reverse of six examples of a given type, in various conditions: 
About Good, Good, very Good, Fine, Very Fine and Extremely Fine. The method was discussed by L. Miles Raisig 
in “The Weight Grading of Coins,’ in the October 1961 issue of the Scrapbook. The complete set apparently consists 
of these 18 cards. Surviving examples are rare; our best previous offering included only fourteen cards. Unfortu- 
nately, we do not know who had the obviously later binder made for these.

Attinelli wrote eloquently of the collector and his landmark collection: “This noted collection, always spoken of as 
the ‘McCoy’ collection, was sold by that gentleman to Mr. W.E. Woodward, whose property it was, when sold at 
auction. It consisted almost exclusively of American coins and medals. It contained, with but one exception, the 
finest collection of U.S. Cents ever offered at any sale. Exceedingly rich with ‘Political pieces? many of them exceed- 
ingly rare and fine, added to a fine collection of ‘American Medals, it was deservedly celebrated. To this collection 
of coins Mr. Woodward added his fine collection of coin catalogues, circulars, pamphlets, and various other ‘Nu- 
misgraphics? §Mr. John F. McCoy, who made this collection of coins, is a native of Pennsylvania, and a prominent 
leather dealer in “The Swamp, well known among numismatists for his genial, affable, generous disposition; he has 
dark brown hair, a ruddy complexion, an eye usually beaming with a smile, slightly inclined to be portly in size; 
he is above the average in height, active in his motions, sociable in conversation, quick in discernment. His tastes 
early led him to select fine specimens, and judiciously secure a rarity, even if not quite up to his standard, until 
an opportunity might favor him with a better. He thus became to possessor of one of the finest collections in this 
country of American coins. Not having been so early in the field, as some few others, he, of course, failed to secure 
some of the rarities; it is much to be regretted that he so early left the numismatic field, where his absence was so 
undesired.” Many extant copies lack the original covers or have been bound sans wrappers, a serious defect as they 
not only provide the sole title, but, printed on the inside covers is Woodward’s lengthy and informative introduc- 
tory remarks.

A scarce and important illustrated record of Wiirtzbach’s notable collection, prepared for presentation purposes. 
Wiirtzbach apparently gave out few copies, however, and most were probably distributed after his death in 1947. 
Wiirtzbach dedicated his work “To the lovers and collectors of the most interesting and historically the most 
important issues of all our colonial and United States coinage.” The excellent plates remain useful for establishing 
pedigrees. Depicted are coins once in the collections of famous numismatists such as Finotti, McCoy, Mickley, 
Clay, Bushnell, Davis, Cleneay, Parmelee, Whitman, Winsor, Mills, H.P. Smith, Stickney, Gschwend, Zabriski, 
Earle, Parsons, Bement, Jackman, Jenks, Ten Eyck, Brand, Clapp, Ellsworth, Hall, Granberg, Col. Green, Guttag, 
Newcomer, Ryder, DeWitt Smith, T. James Clarke, Stearns, W.S. Lincoln and Dr. Clay. Wiirtzbach’s collection was 
purchased by T. James Clarke, passed in turn to EC.C. Boyd, and thence to John J. Ford, Jr, finally being dispersed 
in the remarkable October 18, 2004 Stack’s sale.

In reality, it 
was not a mint history but a pictorial record with brief accounts of the various Mint departments. Today, it is im- 
portant as the only known source of detailed contemporary illustrations of the third Philadelphia Mint building, 
derived from photographs taken shortly after construction.
